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SOME SURPRISING TACTS 



So much has been said about the ex* 
■cepilonaly mitd; winter of 1921* that we 
•have gone back over the official fii^Ures 
of the weather report for the past few 
Veara in an effort to determine just how 
much warmer the weather has been 
this winter than in former years, and 
these fif^ures certainly reveal some in- 
teresting facts. ' 

If anyone hereabouts were to be ask- 
ed to mention the mildest winter within 
their memory they would undoubtedly 
-answer "why 1921 of course." But 
ithia answer would only go to prove how 
■^hort our memory really is* and how 
soon we forget the paat in the activi- 
ties of the present. \ 

Qy reading over the ofBcial figures of 
the weather welind that the average 
temperature of our past season, that is 
for the months of Dfcember, January 
.and February, is 28.70. 

For the same season of 1920 the aver- 
rage temperature w'as 17.03. For the 
^eor 1919 the.averago was 28.07. ■ For 
the year of 1918 it w&s 15.95. In 1917 
it was 23.68. In 1915 it was 29.16. In 
'19U it was 28.87. In 1913 it was 30,67. 
■In igi2it was 18.30. In 1911 It was 
32.0. Ip 1910 it was 20.15. By cora- 
parmg the seasons average of the above 
mentioned years we note that the win- 
ter of 1913 was almost two degrees 
' warmer than our much discussed win- 
ter of 1921, and that the season of 1911 
was more, than three degrees warmer. 
Jn February of 1921 the coldest .day 
fiffas ten above onthie 18, ond we hear 
remarks ; about a most remarkable 
^February, However our search reveal- 
ed that In 1913, the coldest day In 
$)ebruary was eight aboye on the fifth. 
In 1912 the coldest day in February was 
!24 above on the third day of the month. 
In the oast several Decembers the 
'finowfall was as follows. Last Decem- 
ber none at all, in 1919, 9 Inches; in 
1918« .4 inches; in 1917, .8.5. inches; in 
1915, 2.35 inches; in 1914, l'59inch; in 
1913 none at all, in 1912 none, in 1911. 
■i inches; in 1910. 2 inches. 

In our past Januarys the snowfall 
was aa fullsws: Last January 4 inches; 
1920/16 inches; 1919. 4 75 inches; 1918. 
39 inches; 1917, 6.9 inche*; 1915, 
inches; 1914, 6 mches; 1913, U inches; 
'1912. 6 Inches; 1911 "none; 1910, 10 
inches. 

In the months of February the anow- 

'fall was as follows: Last month none; 

in 1920; inches; 1919, 7 inches; 1918, 5 

linchei; 1017t 2 inches; 1915. 9 inche ; 

'J9H. 8 inches 1913. 8 inches; 1912, 6 

inches; 1911, none; 1910. 4 inches. 

ibis record shows that we have had 
only]four Inches of snow this winter, 
this fell in the month of January and 
remained on'the ground but a few.days. 
INo doubt, it is the fact that we have 
had so little snow, and have looked at 
the .bare ground all winter, coupled 
~ with the fact that the past season was 
11.67 degrees warmer on the average 
than that of 1920,* that gives the gener- 
al impression that the winter which we 
have just passed through is a record 
breaker.

In the first place the charge which he 
says the Public Service company were 
to make in tha sum of $8,500 was not a 
charge end was not /in that amount. 
Tho amount was very much less.'It was 
only $3,600. and it was only to, be an 
advancement of moneys which would.be 
returned in and etiarged on current fur- 
nished, and all of the same would be 
repaid In service rendered. The Public 
Service sompanv afterwards consented 
and did install the line without any sum 
of money being advanced, greatly to 
the interest of persona in the village 
desiring to make use of the service and 
also to the interest of the village itself 
in pumpinjg water.^ As to whom was, 
mainly responsible" for the course of 
action of the Public Service company, I 
respectfully submit that perspns inter- 
eatei^ may ascercain by Inquiring of Mr. 
Theo. Blech.of the Public Service com- 
pany, who will cheerfully inform any 
one interested as to the person largely 
responsible for such course of actjon 
and 'who : will confirm the statements 
hereinbefore made in this regard. 

Aa for the record of my opponent .on 
good roads. I ask the voters to Inquire 
into his acts aa a member of the village 
board. In the records of the village 
board on May 21, 1920. it will be found 
that my opponent voted against the 
improvement of cement rodds . through 
the village. Actions speak low^er than 
promises. 

It will be quite impossible for me to 
call upon all the voters of the town of 
Antioch much as I would like to do so. 
I respectfully submit my candidacy to 
the disposition of the voters at the 
caucus to be held Saturday, March 19.

^The official year for the Lake County 
Board of Supervisors ended with the 
closing day of their last session, which 
was on Thursday of last week. When 
the board convenes again new faces will 
no doubt be present, for elections will 
hdye taken place and the newly elected 
superviaorswill be on the job. 

At the last day of the meeting of the 
old .board of which George Bairstow 
or Waukegan was the chairman, they 
tabled a requeat to allow fifty dollars a 
month to. pay part of the expenses of 
maintaining an office larger than the 
one now occupied by States' Attorney 
A. V. Smith. The board expressed 

themselves as not desiring to give the 
impression that thdy were not in sym- 
pathy with the work being carried on 
by Mr. Smith, but that in-as-much as 
the state's attorney's salary ia about 
two thousand dollars a year more than 
that of any of the other county oifficials, 
they did not feel like placing an ad- 
ditional fifty dollar? per month on the 
expense. 

Those who were in favor of the move 
declared that they considered the pres- 
ent office of the state's attorney alto-r 
gether.Hoo cramped, and that in view 
of the fact that tils office is the busiest 
of any of the county officials, he should 
be given a larger place and helped in 
every, way to make good in his law 
inforcement promises. 

But while the entire board' agreed 
that their sentiment was to back Mr. 
Smith to the letter, they did not see the 
way clear to shoulder, the additional 
expense, and whtn the vote was taken 
the motion was tabled. 

Another one of the last - acta of the 
board was to vote to enlist the services 
of the Illinois Tax commission to order 
a revaluation of profjerty in the munic- 
apalities, where continual efforts to 
dodge taxes are being made. .'" 

In a petition for injunction filed by 
several bundr>>d objectors in the circuit 
court one of the principle points is that 
the SO per cent increase is illegal. be- 
cause it was mode as a blanket raise by 
the baard of review, instead of the as- 
sessor. Last year 169 objectors were 
sustained by the supreme court and 
escaped payment on their percentage 
of a $1,000,000 assessed valuation. The 
year 1920 was tfie year of the quadren- 
nial revaluation and for that reason the 
objuciors can come In every year and 
escape payment of taxes on this claim, 
until the next revaluation or action by 
the state taxing bodies. 
'The supervisors, to circumvent this 
however, anthorized the finance com- 
mittee to take up the matter with the 
state tax commtasion to get that pro- 
perty through the assessor. While this 
will not help matters for this year it 
may remedy matttfrs for next year. 

If the revaluation is ordered by the 
^tate tbx commission the objectors' 
would find themselves up agddatastone | 
wall if they should attempt to fight . 
their casesayear' heiiae. because the 
Supreme court has ruled that the val- 
uation fixed by the assessors was legal. 



In connection.with the second out- 
break of scarlet fever, a rumor is 
afloat that Edwin Drom, and one of the 
Wertz boys who has been staying at 
the Drom home are ill with the disease 
and as Mr. Drom supplies milk to most 
of the^amilies in this village the report 
seemed to cause^general alarm. 

In order to stop this untrue rumor aa 
soon as possible Mr. W. E. Drom made 
the following'^statement for publication 
this (Thursday) -morning.^ — 

"The Health Officer Dr.'Beebe visited 
the high school on Wiednesday morning 
and after questioning and examining 
the pupils he sent the Drom and Wertz 
boys home not because they were ill 
but because they had accompanied(the 
basket ball boys to Elgin last week and 
80 far the illness is only among the boys 
Who visited that plaice. The fact, that 
they were sent home did not ^indicate 
that the ' boys were ill, it was only an 
act of precaution to prevent a further 
spread of the disease, should they hap- 
pen to have contract it from the others. 
Tliey were told to remain at home for 



a week. To make even more sure. Mr. 
Drom called the physician to his home 
Wednesday evening, who after examin- 
ttfg the boy, made the following written 
statement. •*I have this day examined 
Edwin Drom and found no evidence of 
scarlet fever. H. F. Beebe." 

Nothing was done toward preparing 
the milk for the morning delivery until 
after the doctor's opinion was rendered. 
Mr. Drom . Is carrying the statement 
around with him this morning andJs 
showing to anyone who ia interested.

ELEVEN federal ofllclals ha%'c been 
called. before Impeachaicnt proceed- 
ings In the history of the United 
States. These facts are recalled In 
conneetlon with tlie action taken by 
Representative Welty of Ohio against 
Federal Judge K. M. Landls. 

Trcasoa, high crimes, bribery and 
misdemeanors on, the part of a na- 
tional olllcer are named In the Con- 
stitution as reasons for his removal 
from ofllce through Impeachment, 

The sole power of Impeachment Is 
vested In the house of representatives. 

Tho accused Is brought liefore the 
bar of the senate to make his plea to 
tha charges. 

The penalty for conviction Is remov- 
al from odlce and dlsqualiflcatlon of 
the riglit to hold any government po- 
sition, honor or prollt. 

The (Irst ofllclal to bo Impeached 
in the United States was William 
IJIount, senator from Tennessee, on 
July 7, 1707, for conspiring to throw 
America Into war with Spain for Eng- 
land's benefit Ho was acquitted, 

John Pickering, federal Judge for 
NewHampsliIre, was Impeached March 
3, 3803, for drunkenness, and con- 
victed. 

Samuel Chase, associate justice of 
the Siii»reme court convicted March 
1, 1805, for misconduct at trials. 

JamosPcck, federal Judge for Mis-' 
sourl, acquitted .January ^31, 1S31, of 




charges of tyrannous treatment to 
counsel. 

West H. Humphreys, federal judge 
for Tennessee, convicted June 20, 1802, 
for supporting secession. 

Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, charged with usurpa- 
tion of law. Interference with elec- 
tions, corruption of the veto power 
and high crimes, was acquitted by 
one vote May 20, ISCS. 

Wlillam K^ Belluiap, secretary of 
war, acquitted August 1, 1870, of 
charges of accepting bribes. 

Charles Swnyne, federal judge for 
Florida, acquitted Pehruary 27, 1S85, 
of alleged misconduct In odlce. 

Robert W. Archbald, associate judge, 
U. S. Commerce court, convl^ed 
January 13, 1013, of corrupt colIuKion 
with coal miners. 

Alston G. Dayton, federal judge for 
West Virginia, hapeached June 12, 
101-1, proceedings dropped. 



John Herrings "Center of Population" 
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DUIIING the last decade the center 
of population continued to move 
westward, advancing 0.8 miles In that 
direction and about one-dflh of a 
mile north from Hldomlnglon, Ind„ 
wliere it was located, by the census 
of 1010. Tho bureau attributed the 
westward movement In the last decade 
"principally to the Increase of more 
than 1.000.000 In the population of the 
state of Callfonila." 

Geographically speaking, the bureau 
said, the new center of population. Is 
located where tho parallel of latitude 
SO degrees 10 minutes and 21 seconds 
north Intersects the meridian of 'longi- 
tude 80 degrees 411 nUnutes and 15 
seconds west ^Thls would fix the cen- 
ter near the little village of White- 
hall. In southern Indiana, approximate- 
ly 51 miles southwest of Indianapolis. 



This* center, less than 300 yards 
v.est of tho Monroe county line In 
Owon county. Is located on John E. 
Ilerrin's farm' of CO acres. The owner 
of the farm, slxty-slx years old, lives 
on the farm with his wife. The Her- 
rln farm begins la the little town of 
Whitehall and extends In a south- 
westerly direction, there being GO 
acres of blue grass and heavy timber 
land In his tract Tlie Bloomlngton- 
Spencer pike road passes directly by 
the farm and a nmrkor has been 
erected by a Blooailngton newspaper. 

A gray-lialred, overall-clad farmer 
stepiicd forward when the auctioneer 
nt the public sale today paged: "John 
Herrlnl" "You own the center of- 
populatlon, Mr. Herrlu," a newspaper 
reporter exclaimed. "The govern- 
ment census experts Imvc Just located 
the center of population on your 
fann."

The greatest reduction of maximum 
connnement Is for assault without 
deadly weapons, which was five years 
reduced to one year. The maxlmuio 
where weapons are used still Is five 
years. 

The maximum for olitalnlng, nndei 
false pretenses, money or property val. 
ued at ?50 or more Is reduced fron, 
five years to three years. 

Since 1800 tlie President has been 
authorized by congress to fix tho limit 
of military, punl^imont by oxecuUvo 
order.

IMPORTANCE OF GOOD ROADS 

Mast Towns Recognize Imperative 

Need of Improved HIgh\yay8 to 

Secure Farm Trade. 

The country town that has poor 
ronds radiating from It Is badly handi- 
capped^ just as Jhe farmer IjS ^yho llits 
to IinuT his prodiictfi over sucli ^o^. 
Most towns recognize this uud try' to 
get theif Blmro of traile by making the 
ninln thoriiirglifnres navigable at all 
times with tolerable loads. The town 
that does not see the Importance of 
good ronds and the Inipcnitlvo noed of 
making them pnssnijie *"to ordinary 
triiflic has need of the jolt lliat Is not 
ueneriilly long Oeliiyod. 

We sunietlmes hear the expression, 
"a poor tniding place," and Instantly 
we know the ineiining of It. We at 
once know It refers to a town that has 
fallen Into a Illp Van Winkle sleep 
nnd we are safe In nssumlng that such 
n toW lucks wideawake merchants 
nnd the other nece^isttry odjunct — good 
ronds. 

When n farmer sells anything, 
whether It be his weekly hntcli of 
produce or a load of hogs or one of 
wheat or com he naturally considers 
the difllcultlcs of the haul. Other 
things being cquni, he chooses the 
road with least hills; afid If the road 
of least resistance 1ms well graded 
nnd dragged highways, the town thai 
Is handicapped with stepp pulls and 
poorly graded highways always Is n 
loser. It cannot be otherwise. 

A cornhelt town exists, primarily, 
by reason of the farm trade. When 
this reaches a volume that lines vthc 
streets with farm tennis any good da,v 
except the busiest times of the year, 
we can be reasonably certain that the 
merchants nnd ronds ore both attrac- 
tive. And the opposite can be Inferred 
when the streets are bare of farm 
teams and curs. 

Most towns recognize the value of 
good roads as trade getters. Some-- 
times the topogrnphy of the country 
makes good roods and gentle grades 
difllcult. When this Is the case, more 
money Is expended to get results. And

the cornhelt farmer Is Just as dls- 
crlnilnnllnp now that the automohllo 
Is common on the farni. In fact he is 
more so. The matter of n few miles 
extra inivcl Is nT)t of grent moment. 

As the cnr coraes to he more ond 
more the niedlnm of thnt dally com- 
merce between the fnrm nnd town, the 
ImportnTuo of pood roads comes to he 
more t'leiirly seon. The town has rec- 
ognized it. \\\ order to hold this In- 
creasing but vital trade the town nmst 
hid In terms of fnlrhnrgnlns and good 
ronds— nnd not lenst in Hnootli, allur- 
ing hlgliwn.vs whoi'e few oh.str'uctlons 
to ri fair Sliced are encounKiied. 

Where thp/iini:er buys his dally or 
weekly supplies he pcnernlly buys Ills 
larger Items of machinery nnd fnrm 
orpiipment. It Is up to the town that 
desires to live to recognize the proh- 
Ibm of the pood road. To Ignore It Is 
to destroy the town. The farmer does 
not travel the bud road except under 
oompulsiou.

AT MEDIATION 

Secretary of Labor Davis Is 

Asked to Avoid Any 

Delay. 



ARMOUR PLANS CO-OPERATION 




Washington, March 14.— The govern- 
ment stepped luto the breach between 
the "big Ave" packers anU tlielr em- 
ployees to prevent a strike In that In- 
dustry as a result of wholesale wage 
reductions announced by the packing 
companies. 

Pollowlng n long conference wltli 
President Hnrdlug, Secretary of Labor 
Davis sent telegrams to tlio heads of 
the "big five" and to Dennis Lane, 
secretary of the Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butchers* Workmen of 
■North America, "requesting" them to 
Bend two representatives of each side 
of the controversy to Washington "to 
make possible such an Inqulrj- Into 
the situation as may be helpful In 
heading to a Just and satisfactory 
solution," 

Secretary Davia' telegrams declared 
the "federal government Is deeply 
concerned about tlie umlntenauco of 
Industrial activities" and that "the 
whole problem of Industrial readjust- 
ment Is of widespread public concern." 
The test of Mr. Davis' telegram fol- 
lows : 

"The federal government Is deeply 
concerned about tlie maintenance of 
industrial activities In fullest under- 
standing and hopes there will be no 
interruption of tlie continuity of em- 
ployment In the great packing Indus- 
try. If the DeparUnent of Labor can 
toe helpful In promoting understanding 
and can aid In any way to avoid the 
cessation of operations, such services 
Ijy tills department will be given most 
igladly. 

"The whole problem of Industrial 
readjustment Is of such widespread 
public concern that the Department of 
Labor, with the knowledge of the De- 
partments of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, reaueats . that two representa- 
tives of the employing packers will 
report to this department to make 
possible such inquiry Into the situa- 
tion as may prove helpful In lead- 
ing to a Just and satisfactory 
solution. 

"I am sending a Uke request to the 
employers and am acquainting tliem 
•with this request to you. Surely there 
jinust be n Just solution, and the good 
^ollices of this department are ten- 
dered In the hope of Ondlng tlmt solu- 
tion so essential to tlie promotion of 
the common good. 

'*JAMES J. DAVIS," 

The telegram to tlie employees was 
addressed to Dennis Lane, secretary of 
tthe Amalgamated Meat Cutters and 
Butchers' Workers of North America, 
lit was identical with the message to 
'the packers, except that It requested 
ithat "t^o representatives of labor en- 
leaged In the packing Industry" be 
"sent to Washington. 

This action by the government and 
ISecretary Davis* comment on the slt- 
inatlon In tlie pocking Industry marks 
Ithe first declaration of policy by the 
Harding administration In handling 
Undustrlal questions during tlie recon- 
istructlon period. From the language 
iof the telegrams, It Is Indicated that 
[the govemraent will exercise the full 
Iforce of Its power to prevent a gen- 
leral cessation of work in any of the 
iprlmary Industries of the country 
^vhlle conditions continue disturbed. 

The packing house employees had 
motllled thft AVhIte House that a strike 
Ivote was being taken and tlmt a gen- 
eral walkout depended upon what the 
President could do to prevent the an- 
nounced wage decreases being carried 
ilnto effect. The workers charged that 
Ito make wage cuts at this time would 
'Violate an ugreeraent between the 
q)ackers and their employees which 
|was made with the sanction of the 
iDepartment of Labor. 

While there has been no indication 
|of the attitude the admlnlRtration may 
[take In the present railroad wage con- 
troversy, tlie action In the packers* 
lease • generally Is Interpreted here as 
ilndlcating that the government again 
iwlll take a hand to prevent a tieup 
jin the event that the railroad situa- 
jtion becomes critical as a result of 
iwago reductions.

Allied Troops Complete Occupa- 
tion of Cities\ 



French General Says Military Move Is 

in No Sense a Hostile Act 

to the People, 



Allied Military Headquarters, Neuss. 
March 11.— Allied forces have virtu- 
ally completed tlie occupation of the 
Rhine ports of the ^ Ruhr region, nil 
that remains to be' done being the 
seizure of a few vlllnges and Impor- 
tant cross roods. As yet commandlug 
offlcers have nbt arranged for a divi- 
sion of tlie octnipled'zone between the 
British, Belgian and French units 
gathered along the eastern side of the 
Rhine, 

The soldiers engaged In the opera- 
tion were delighted with their "mili- 
tary promenade," which was favored 
by unusually fine weather. They drew 
comparisons between the reception 
given them here and In Frankfort last 
year, and there seems to be a sort of 
friendly atmosphere lu the occupied 
district. 

A Duessoldorf newspaper said tlmt 
If the allied authorities followed out 
the lines laid down in tlie proclama- 
tion by General Defouette, the occu- 
pation of the city would he "support- 
able." 

GenejTil Goucher, In direct command 
of French units here, has Issued a 
new proclamation, saying In sub- 
stance tlint the German delegates at 
the London conference showed unwil- 
lingness to observe the Versailles 
treaty and that the allies were forced 
to coerce tlie German government to 
fulfill Its obligations. 

He h|is laid emphasis on tlie fact 
that the occupation is In no sense a 
hostile act toward the population, and 
that not only was the freedom to v.ork 
guai-antced. but tlie allied authorities 
would do their best to Improve the 
condition of the people and assure ijn- 
ample food supply. He had stated, 
however, that the people must obey 
any regulations that may belaid down.

Chicago, March 10.— P-ackers' em- 
ployees will bo represented by Dennis 
Lune, secretary-treasurer of the Meat 
Cutters' union, and one other leader, 
at the meeting with Secretary of Labor 
Davis to effect mediation in Washing- 
ton next ilondiVy, it was announced In 
a telegram to the secretary. , 

"We will liefer to you and two rep- 
resentatives will be present at your 
meeting In Washington on'^March 21. 
We would greatly appreciate a statP- 
raeiit from you as to whether or not 
packers will ■i)reserv6 status hereto- 
fore existing pending your mediatory 
efforts. We also refipectfuUy suggest 
that you arrange to have the packers' 
principals present." the telegram said, 
"In the past, men who had to re- 
port back to their employers before 
making <leclsions were sent to tlie 
meetings," Mr. Lane explained. *'We 
wish to lioep a,nythlng like Umt from 
entering into this conference." 

Word came from Washington tlmt 
Attorneys James 0. Condon and Carol 
aieyer of Chicago had arrived Id rep- 
resent the packers before Secretary 
Davis. 

Others on. the mediation board will 
be Secretary of Commerce Herbert 
Hoover and Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry C. Wallace. 

It was announced at tht headquar- 
ters of the union that Samuel Gom- 
pors will be here to speak ot a mass 
meeting of^cmpIoyees and to attend n 
session of tholr representatives', at 
which a definite plan of action 
In fighting- the pay* cuts will be 
decided on. 

The unions announced they plan an 
alliance wltli ' farmers against the 
luickers, 
J. Ogden Armour snld a co-operative 
* I plan, to become effective Immediately, 
would give Armour & Co, employees 
equal representation In tlie detcrnilnu- 
tlon of wages, working conditions, wel- 
fare, aiid all matters oC mutual in- 
terest. 

An election to choose representation 
on a teiiiporary ctunmlttee which will 
dolerinlne the methods of election In 
the plant will be held. 

Swift & Co., It has been Indicated, 
will announce a similar iiliin In the 
near future. 

Dennis Lane bromled tlie plan as 
"bunk." 

"It Is the old game of a company 
union wherein Mr. Armour and other 
packers will put up men who will pose 
ns the representatives of their follow 
workers," he said. "We*re sotlsfled 
that the packers are not going to get 
away with this fake democracy. There 
is no more chonce of the men stand- 
.Ing for this than there would be for 
the packers consenting to have .the 
men elect the directors of their com- 
panies."

On the othorhnnd. If England moves 
out of Jlesopotamlu now It will 
amount to a frve gift of Turkey to 
Franco, because Great Britain' cannot 
liope to enforce terms on the Turkrf 
contrary to tliosc contained in the 
Franco-Turkish treaty wllliout nllen- 
Qtlng lier-self from France, on whom 
she depends to keep a strong front 
against tho United States-

U, S. LIFTS BAN ON BOOZE 

Government Has No Authority to Pro. 
. hlblt Making of Liquor, for 
. Medicinal Purposes. 

Washington. March 11— The gov- 
ernment Is without authority to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of 
liquor, wines or beer for nonbevernge 
purposes, according to a ruling made 
by the attorney general and published 
by the Internal revenue bureau. 

The opinion, one of tho most com- 
prehensive dealing with the question 
of prohibition, 'expressly states tlmt 
there must be no limitation to the use 
of liquors, except that prescribed by 
congress. In limiting the sale of spir- 
ituous liquors to one plntfor ten days. 

The questlon'of limitation. thus, tho 
opinion said, Is left to tho good-'ulUi 
of the physician. ■

ThousandB in Want. , 

First Impressions are always vlvia 
and they may also be accurate.

of Central and Kastern Europe ell a 
story of insuniclont food and clothing, 
of lack' of work, of the misery of 
bomelossness and of the crudities of 
inexperience and Ignorant gmer - 
ments. no false Ideas lire created. 
There can be no doubt of the Immense 
need of hundreds of thousands of 
people,, hungry and cold through no 
fault of their own, willing to wo k f 
thev have the chance, victims. In shuit. 
of 'the great convulsion which tore 
Europe Into discordant parts as spring 
bursi the smooth, solid Ice of rivers 
Into ragged, crunching cukes. 

Humanitarian considerations and ho 
general gooa of the world demand tmt 
these people should be succored. It s 
abhon-ent to civilisation that people 
lu one part of the world should ^^al- 
low m plenty at the same, moment 
tlint tl'ose in another part starve. It 
Is dnngerous to let a sore fester when 
It nmv be cured by prompt and Intel- 
lluenl' treatment. So the enlightened 
world, In spite of stupid and cynlca 
crltlclsni, will help these people and 
win aid with Bpeclnl willingness ho 
children and youth In whom I es the 
possibility of Idgher purpose and nobler 
nlms than have actuated tlielr elders, 
still linked to tho cankered 



consclenUous writers. Yet throughout 
the reports of all these touring chron- 
iclers, different as they may he In per- 
sonality, there, runs, a note of incur- 
able wretchedness— a tableau of chaos 
from which no order can ever come. 
This Is a very natural result, for in 
Austria and Hungary. and Germany 
one liears notldng from a certain class 
but the reiterated parrot-cry: 'An 
Impossible situation; It cannot last. 
One's ears are assailed witli com- 
plaints about the "unjust and crushing 
peace" und "tho fools at Paris," and 
the obsurdltles of the new nations 
created. The tninslent, hearing such 
talk and seeing the misery everywhere 
apparent, cannot well help assimilat- 
ing some of tlie hopelessness, but If his 
view had been longer he would be 
able to put such things In true per- 
spective. He la too close to the pic- 
ture; It must he viewed In the light ot 
years and there progress Is visible. 
Few Trains and Slow. _ 
WheuNl Ilrst went Into A'lenua In 
the early spring of 1010 I rode In on 
a freight train from Trieste. The 
train was carrying food and was 
guarded by American sailors. It was 
tlie only kind of train running from 
that direction. The only other train 
from 'any direction was a military 
train from Paris through Vienna to 
1 -Warsaw tiiree times a week, which 
was Inaccessible to any but oIHclals 
and persons willing to pay exorbitant 
bribes. Trains In every direction were 
practically non-existent. Itallroad sta- 
tions were deserted. . The long, empty 
piisseuger platforms und untenanted 
waiting rooms seemed like renumnts 
of a civilization which had passed. 

When a train ran seml-occaslonaily 
from Vienna to Budapest the time of 
transit was Indcllnlte. The train 
movements accorded with tho vagaries 
of the crew. Passengers simply took 
a chance. They : trusted themselves 
to the train much as tliey would to a 
life raft, hoping forthe best but fear- 
Inc the warat. , . „ , 

One train. I recall, which left Buda- 
pest took four days to rcucli Vienna— 
130 miles distant. It stopped on the 
prairie. It halted at whistling posts. 



It stopped anywhere when It got tired. 
There was no food aboard, and pas* 
sengers bartered socks, shoos and 
clothing ;o the peasants for bread and 
meat. as. paper money was not accept- 

oble. 

There was no railroad train to 
Czecho-Slovnkla for a long time and 
no communication by boat along the 
I Danube. When trafllc did begin spas- 
modically, savage customs offlcluls met 
travelers at the frontiers and treated 
them to bodily search' for money and 
valuables, herding them like cattle 
and hurling their luggage violently 

about. 

In Germany railroad trafllc was bet- 
ter, but there were few trains and no 
througli service. Such trains as did 
run wore shamefully crowded. They 
were unheated and fiometlmes even 
unllghted. It wan only about a year 
ago that one of the Infrequent trains 
which left Vienna In the direction of 
Switzerland had acconmiodatlons for 
ano. but 800 or more crowded' Into it

ed to $103,812,925. In 1019, however, 
the state highway dopartmehts super- 
vised the expenditure of $200,292,091 
as against the total of $189,103,2:17 
expended hy the'local road and bridge 
authorities.

Inry of the cliamlwr. of chnnnerce la 
planting a huge cross of tret-s In hon- 
or of the men and women who 'went 
to war from their vicinity.
